DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1 -7, drawn to an expansible chamber with flexible diaphragm, 
classified in class 92, subclass 96. 

II. Claims 8-13, drawn to a centrifuge and subcombination rotor therefore, 
classified in class 494, subclass 45. 

HI claim 14, drawn to a method of separating using a centrifuge, classified in 

class 494, subclass 37. 
IV. Claim 1 5, drawn to a method of separating involving rotation, classified in 

class 210, subclass 761. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
2. inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)), In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because a fluid port in communication with 
a variable volume chamber defined by a fixed wall and an elastic wall is not required by 
the combination. The subcombination has separate utility such as a tubeless-tire and 
rim combination of a motor vehicle or as a diaphragm pump. 
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3. Inventions I and III are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1 ) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the apparatus could be used to pump water or to hold 
pressurized air, for example as a tire. 

4. Inventions I and IV are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the apparatus could be used to pump water or to hold 
pressurized air, for example as a tire. 

5. Inventions II and III are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1 ) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case a constituent could be harvested which is not in a chamber 
segment. 

6. Inventions II and IV are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
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806.05(e)). In this case a constituent could be harvested which is not in a chamber 
segment. Also, the method could be practices using a rotating filter, rather than a 
centrifuge rotor. 

7. Inventions III and IV are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1 ) the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and 
(2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because providing a fluid port in 
communication with a variable volume chamber defined by a fixed wall and an elastic 
wall is not required by the combination. The subcombination has separate utility such 
as a method of filtration rather than centrifugation. 

8. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

9. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for each Group is different, restriction for examination purposes as 
indicated is proper. 

1 0. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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11. A telephone call was made to Timothy Murphy on 1 5 March 2002 to discuss the 
above restriction requirement. It was mutually agreed that a written action would be 

mailed.
